Chicago Couneil of Churches, constituted of all denominations, has 
a membership of some 400,000. But the Catholie Church has a 
membership of 1,700,000 in the city of Chicago. That means that 
there are over four times as many Catholics as there are members 
of all Protestant churches combined. 

You could not make these non-Catholics believe that the 
Catholic Church is interfering with the public schools of Chicago, 
or that it is seeking federal aid for the support of its own schools. 
They are face to face with a picture which astounds them in the 
other direction, namely, the conduct by Catholies of more than 300 
parochial schools, which were erected and are being supported 
without any expense to the non-Catholic taxpayer. 

They would tell you that their daily papers every year report 
school teachers’ conventions addressed by Protestant ministers. 
Graduation talks are delivered by them. But they never hear of 
any Catholic priest being so much as invited to attend one of these 
functions. The simple truth is this: The Catholics of Chicago 
are educating. not only their own children, but also an equal number 
of non-Catholic children by paying a tax from which they get no 
returns, 

The fair attitude of the average American citizen was disclosed 
in the result of several polls taken, one by George Gallup, and 
others by the editors of metropolitan papers.

My Favorite 
Prayer 


A vou a favorite prayer? 

I think I have, though I didn’t 
realize it until just recently. And I 
became aware of it more by the 
speaking facts than by any lengthy 
pondering of the problem. 


Whenever want something 
very urgently, I say the “Memor- 
are.’ 


“Remember, O most gracious 
Virgin Mary, that never was it 
known that anyone who fied thy 
protection, implored thy aid, or 
sought thy intercession was left 
unaided.” 

If one may use the colloquial in 
such a sacred context, that is 
really rather a large order. “Never 
was it known the prayer 
states, with a sweeping inclusive- 
ness. Then are listed the purposes 
for which Mary has been called 
upon: protection, aid, intercession; 
that covers a lot of ground—and 
leaves very few loopholes. 


My first and happy introduction 
to the use of the “Memorare” was 
when I was a Jesuit novice. An ex- 
eursion was scheduled for Char- 
bonnier, our beloved villa on the 
cliffs overlooking the Missouri 
River. We had counted on that 
picnic, an unexpected one planned 
as celebration for our novice- 
master’s silver jubilee; we had 
counted on it from the moment the 
trip was announced—until the 
storm clouds began to settle low 
and black and snarling on the west- 
ern horizon, 


Fair Weather Prayer 


Then there went up on our bul- 


letin board a sign: Memoiare' 
for Good Weather.” That night at 
recreation” I learned that the 
“Memorare” was our fair weather 
prayer. According, to my more 
prayerful associates that prayer 
had a wonderful power: Rain 
seemed to be held back almost in 


er; the signs for bad weather were 
mysteriously reversed; gray sun- 
sets heralded shining days; bright 
red dawns did not, as legend had it, 
fade into clouds and downpours. 


We fell into the habit of saying 
a “Memorare” after the “Litany of 
Loreto,” which was the prayer we 
said at the beginning of all jour- 
neys, even brief walks. I found 
myself saying it before an exami- 
nation; then in a special way did [ 
need protection against my colossal 
ignorance, aid to give the right an- 
swers, and intercession with the 
Lord of wisdom and the sublime 
teacher,

Ho should the character of Christ's Church be presented 
to a non-Catholic inquirer? 


The Church of Christ is divine 
not. only because its Founder was 
divine and because it is the custodi- 
an of divine things, but even more 
so. because the Holy Spirit is its 
very soul, 

() Because the Church has a 
body and soul it is a living organ- 
ism, just as you and I are. Its body 
was created by Christ during His 
public life. At the time of Christ's 
death its body was constituted of 
the twelve Apostles who were to 
function corporately, and of those 
whom Christ was wont to call His 
disciples, or pupils. 

Then on Pentecost, after the 
Apostles and disciples observed a 
novena in preparation for the com- 
ing of the Holy Spirit, Jesus, in 
keeping with His promise, sent this 
Holy Spirit to this group both col- 
lectively and individually. From 
that day the Holy Spirit has been 
the principle of “the body, the 
Church.” 

St. Paul (Col. I. 18) refers to the 
Church as the body of which Christ 
is the Head. Christ was to be with 
His Church “all days even unto the 
consummation of the world,” and 
the Holy Spirit was “to abide with 
it forever.” Therefore, no matter 
how good or bad or indifferent its 
members might be, the Church re- 
mains for all times a divine 
organism. 

You will note that we do not call 
the Catholic Church a religious or- 
ganization.” Other churches are 
that, and anyone may found a “re- 
ligious organization” in the sense 
that it is composed of people who 
unite for the pursuit of religious 
objectives. But no human being 
can create a human organism, 
much less a divine organism. Sci- 
ence, despite all its strides, has 
failed to invent life in any form, or 
to impart life to matter. Only a 
God ean do that, and only a God 
could create a supernatural divine 
organism, which the Church must 
be if its members are to draw di- 
vine life from it. 

Just as the millions of cells in 


your body are vivified with life be- 


cause they are a part of your living 
body, so every member of the 
Church can be vivified with divine 
life by having contacts with the 
source of such life. 


The Holy Spirit descended upon 
Christ’s apostles corporately and 
individually, and on His disciples 
individually. So did He descend on 
you when you were by Baptism 
“horn of water and the Holy 
Spirit.“ and more particularly 
when the Holy Spirit entered your 
soul in person through Confirma- 
tion. You then actually became in 
the words of St. Paul “a temple 
~ gs Holy Spirit” (I Cor, VI, 
19). 


You were not born, understand, 
into Christ’s Kingdom, but rather 
were transferred from the power of 
darkness to the “Kingdom of the 
Son of God’s love.” You were 
grafted on the divine body, the 
Church, and only then began to 
draw from it divine life. Christ 
beautifully illustrated this in the 
Parable of the Vine when He Said: 
“I am the vine and you are the 
branches. Just as the branch can 
bear no fruit unless it remains un- 
ited to the vine, so neither can you 
unless you remain united to Me.” 

This teaching of Christ refutes 
the average American who believes 
that his salvation is equally secure 
whether he is a part of the divine 
organism or not. 


When your non-Catholic friend 
talks about “church,” you should 
tell him that you or he would have 
the same right to found a religious 
organization as any human being 
who ever lived, no matter how 
learned or how holy; but that 
neither you nor he, nor any human 
founder of “churches” could 
promise the home of God 
in Heaven in return for compliance 
with certain terms of salvation. 
Only God can offer Heaven to any- 
one, and it rests with Him to stipu- 
late the terms—and only He, of 
course, could supply the super- 
natural helps needful for the ac- 
quisition of a supernatural end.

POETS have been called the 

prophets of the ages, for they 
recall the universal truths that are 
lost in the shuffle of every-century 
affairs. In this sense, Father J. F. 
Mueller’s prose works may be 
called poetic, for he reinstates 
Christ and His eternal principles 
into a world whose vision of eter- 
nity has been blocked by material 
considerations. 


His latest book, “Christ In Main

Stepinac’s and Mindszenty’s and 
Beran’s we know we cannot lose. 
Their magnificent lives which are 
such eloquent evidence of the su- 
premacy of the spirit give the lie 
direct to the claims of modern ma- 
terialism, “dialectical” or whatever 
its hue. 


Incidentally the present work is 
the result of the careful study of 
a non-Catholic who has had access 
to a surprisingly large number of 
documents and to the testimony of 
eye-witnesses. It is a quite com- 
plete biography of the Cardinal 
from the days of his youth till the 
year 1948; the nefarious and now 
notorious trial is covered in great 
detail; the utter ruthlessness and 
barbarity of the Soviet agents re- 
vealed. Certainly this is a work of 
enduring merit. It is not far- 
fetched to look towards the day 
when it may be introduced in a pro- 
cess of canonization. Of course, 
only God knows that, but the Card- 
inal’s contemporaries may rever- 
ently admire a sanctity which is in 
so many ways heroic.

How about the claim of the “Reformers” 
that the Cat folie Church had drifted | from 
primitive Christianity and that they were re- 
storing that to the people: 

The answer is that they actually took away 
primitive Christianity from the people. They 
took away the Mass which the early Christians 
and all Christians until the sixteenth century 
prized as the greatest asset of the Church, and 
which the Orthodox Churches retained after they 
split with Rome more for national than for re- 
ligious reasons. They did away with the Euch- 
arist in the sense the early Christians believed 
in it and received it; they did away with the 
Sacrament of Penance; they did away with the 
practice of praying for the dead, even though 
that practice goes back to the very beginning of 
revealed religion. The Jews prayed for the dead 
and Christ never rebuked them for that, while 
He did rebuke them for many other things. In 
fact the Jewish ritual today contains prayers 
for the dead, a practice which is in perfect keep- 
ing with the article of the Apostles’ Creed, “I be- 
lieve in the Communion of Saints,” a “common 
union” between the members of God’s Church 
on earth, with those who had gone from earth 
to Heaven, and with those who, on their way to 


e everywhere | 


even slight defilement. Reason supports Holy 


wan enter Heaven.” They repudiated the Cath- 
olic practice of honoring Mary and the Saints 
as God Himself had honored them; while de- 
claring the Bible to be their only rule of faith, 
they inconsistently accepted officially the decrees 
of the first six General Councils of the Catholic 
Church; retained Sunday as the day of worship; 
made light of good works, even such as are com- 
manded by God himself. 

But doesn’t the doctrine of Luther that 
“faith in Christ, by which we take Him as our 
personal Savior,” make unnecessary the need of 
a Purgatory? 

To this we must answer that the doctrine 
itself is novel and not according to primitive 
Christianity. In fact, that little word “alone” 
did not appear in the Epistle to the Romans, 
unti] Luther inserted it. 

The primitive Christians, as Catholics do to- 
day, took Christ as their personal Savior” in a 
much more intimate way than Protestants do 

today. With Catholics Christ is not merely an 
historical person. He applies the merits of His 
Redemption to individual souls at every Mass, 
and people receive Him in a personal way at the 
Mass. All Catholics have deep devotion to the 
“Sacred Heart of Jesus,” by which is meant that 
they show habitual gratitude to Him for the love 
which led Him to die for them, and through this 
devotion try to grow steadily in love for Him. 
Yet their very concept of God’s holiness leads 
them to see faults in their own lives, as all saints 
have seen them, even when they had no faults. 

The mercy of God, which led Him to die for 
man, cannot be in conflict with His justice, which 
requires Him to reward or punish according to 
man’s deeds, no matter how great be his theore- 
tical faith in Christ as His Savior.

Speaking of Rockne, it was only 
a couple of days ago, Mar. 31, that 
we observed the 19th anniversary 
of the passing of the great leader 
and coach. He had been born in 
Voss, Norway, Mar. 4, 1888. There- 
fore, he was only 42 years old on 
that last day of March in 1931 
when he stepped into a plane in 
Kansas City on the last lap of his 
journey to the west coast. A few 
minutes later, a Kansas farmer 
plowing his field near the hill town 
of Bazaar heard the motor of a 
transport plane faltering. Seconds 
later, Rockne and the five other 
passengers and the two pilots were 
dead.

Boxing Maligned 


Boxing has been a much-maligned 
sport of late. Therefore, I feel that 
it is timely to run an editorial 
which recently appeased in the 
Notre Dame Scholastic. It was 
written by Dominis Napolitano 
Professor of Physical Education 
and Director of the Bengal Bouts 
(annual school boxing tourney) at 
Notre Dame. 

“Professional boxing can_ be 
cleaned up if the men who admin- 
ister and control it would think 
more of a. contestant’s life than 
they do of dollars; if they prohibit 
men from boxing who are not fit; 
if they would stop bouts whenever 
there is any question of unequal 
competition; if they would use 
heavier gloves, heavier mats, and 
other safety devices; if they would 
force boxers to engage in longer 
training periods before a bout; an 
if they weuld use only qualified 
coaches and medical men to super- 
vise boxing activity. 
“Intercollegiate boxing has done 
this. Intercollegiate boxing _ is 
clean, as the records will show. The 
collegiate boxing authorities have 
adopted a sound body of rules. 
Last year, in the National Inter- 
collegiate boxing tournament only 
five men out of 61 failed to last 
three rounds. In our 1949 Bengal 
Bouts only 7 men out of some 70 
failed to go the distance. This is 
a definite proof that our emphasis 
is on skill and not brute power or 
force. 
“Intercollegiate 
sport has as its prime purpose the 
outscoring, out-thinking and out- 
maneuvering of the opponent by 
well placed blows—to win on 
points, to decision an opponent 
because of superior technical skill, 
ring strategy and physical con- 
dition. 

“Skill is the criterion, not brute 
power or force; points, not knock- 
downs; clean hits, not knockouts. 
A well conceived skillful attack 
that builds up points is indica- 
tive of college boxing. A knock- 
down or knockout is considered 
incidental to the bout, not the ob- 
jective. 

“Our methods of training, 
teaching, supervising and scoring 
are different from the other ama- 
teur groups and certainly differ- 
ent from the professional class. On 
the collegiate level we use proper 
equipment, have properly i- 
fied coaches and medical * 
and use every safety measure to 
protect the boxer from avoidable 
accident. 

“Good leadership assures the 
teaching of the fundamentals of 
boxing so that skill will result and 
builds courage, self-confidence, 
sportsmanship and clean living 
through the medium of sound in- 
struction. 

“It must be remembered that 
most of those who report adver- 
sely on boxing have not estab- 


boxing as a 


ate activities, but have expressed 
opinions and conclusions based 
upon boxing on a professional 
level. Most of the fatal injuries 
sustained in professional 
are chiefly due to head injuries 
sustained when a victim’s head 
hits a poorly padded platform or 
when an official permits a bout to 
continue after a contestant has 
deen rendered defenseless by the 
previous pounding of his

no group in this country whieh be- 
lieves. in it more firmly than the 
Catholic group. 


True, one can easily find docu- 
mentary evidence that the Catholic 
Church defends the theory of union 
of the Church and State in coun- 
tries where practically all the peo- 
ple have the same faith. But the 
union which she envisions is mutual 
cooperation rather than mutual an- 
tagonism. 

We should hardly find it neces- 
sary to inform our readers that 
“separation” of the Church and 
State in practically all Latin coun- 
tries meant the opposite of cooper- 
ation. It meant antagonism. It 
meant persecution. It meant con- 
fiseation of church property. It 
meant the closing of religious 
schools without furnishing good 
substitutes for them. 


If there existed a great deal of 
illiteracy in Spain and in Italy it 
was due chiefly to the fact that 
temporary anti-Catholic regimes 
were not interested in educating the 
child, no matter what protestations 
it might make to the contrary. 
Those anti-Catholic regimes are at 
the root of Italy’s and France’s 
trouble with Communism. The 
best schools in Italy, Spain, France, 
Belgium, and throughout ‘South 
America, are the religious schools.

Dr. Josef Pieper 
Concludes Lectures 
At St. Mary's 


Notre Dame—Concluding a series 
of three lectures on “What Is Phil- 
osophizing ?” Dr. Josef Pieper ad- 
dressed the faculty of Saint Mary’s 
College, Notre Dame, on Wednes- 
day, March 29.

The Apostles couldn't possibly convert the world single- 
handed, of course. They had to call in help, but they always 
made sure that their assistants had sound instruction in the

Apostles were now gone, the prec- 
fous deposit of their doctrine re- 
mained Their successors had no 
cause for concern.

They were the guardians of the 
Apostolic teachings, mind you— 
mot merely of the Apostolic writ- 

They knew the correct mean- 
of the Apostolic -writings—of 
the Apostolic doctrines, in fact, 
for they had learned them from 
the wee of the Apostles themsel- 
ves. e must realize, too, that 
these men—saturated as they were 
in the teachings of the Apostles— 
were actually devoting their lives 
to the spread of these teachings. 
One can only imagine how indig- 
mant they would have become if 
anyone had begun to deny what 
they had all been unanimously 
teaching, on the pretext that he 
couldn’t find that doctrine in the 
writings of the Apostles—in fact, 
on any pretext at all! 

St. Paul had predicted that false 
teachers would arise to be follow- 
ed by people with itching ears. 
And it wasn’t very long before 
that very thing took place. Men 
did arise who resisted the teaching 
of the Church, and many of them 
got quite a large following. 


Some Early Heresies 


Take Mareion, for instance: To- 
ward the year 100 he began to 
teach that the Son of God took on 
merely the appearance of a man— 
hence His death and resurrection 
were only apparent rather than 
real. His followers came to be 
called Marcionites. They were all 
thrown out of the Church. 

Theodotus, also in the second 
century, taught that Jesus was the 
Son of God by adoption rather 
than by nature. His followers were 
ealled Adoptionists. They were all 
thrown out of the Church. 

Sabellius, also in the second cen- 
tury, began to teach that there is 
only one rather than three Per- 
sons in God. His followers were 
called Sabellianists. They were all 
thrown out of the Church. 

Montanus, about the same time, 

to teach, among other 

things, that those in charge of the 

Church had no power to forgive 

the sins of murder, adultery, and

Montanists. They were all 
thrown out of the Church. 

And so we have a list that runs 
on for centuries, with always the 
same monotonous sequence of 
events: Someone starts to dis- 
agree with one of the Truths ac- 
cepted and taught by the whole 
Chureh, and in every case the 
Church refuses to tolerate the

cause they were widely spread geo- 
graphically and because they ac- 
cepted the unanimous teachings of 
the entire apostolic teaching body, 
rather than the personal opinions 
of any particular individual. 


Incidentally, the word Catholic 
was very soon inserted in the 
Apostles Creed, recited by candi- 
dates for Baptism, so that the 


comers were accepting the whole 
—that is to say, the Catholic Apos- 
tolic doctrine, rather than Mon- 
tanism, or Sabellianism, or any 
other particular kind of Christian 
church.

About 100 years later, St. Cyril 
of Jerusalem was advising his 
readers: 


If thou art sojourning in any 
strange city, inquire not simply 
where there is a house of the Lord, 
for the profane denominations also.

places houses of the Lord, nor in- 
quire merely where there is a 
church, but inquire where there is 
a Catholic church, for this is the 
peculiar name of the holy body, 
the Mother of us all.” 

And around the year 400, the 
North African Bishop, St. Augus- 
tine, wrote: “Although all heretics 
wish to be styled Catholic, yet if 
anyone were to ask them where 
there was a Catholic place of wor- 
ship, none of them would venture 
to point out his own meeting 
place.”"——“Whether they wish to 
or not, heretics have to call the 
Catholic Church.Catholic. They 
cannot be understood unless they 
call it by that name by which the 
whole world calls it.” 


New Doctrine False 


So the old CHurch, the Church 
that stuck unswervingly to the 
doctrines of the whole Apostolic 
teaching body, came to be called 
first the Christian Church, ‘then 
the Catholic Church. Whenever a 
new denomination appeared, . it 
came through a departure from 
ur Lord’s teaching, and it gener- 
ally took the name of the man who 
first suggested the change. 


Hence the development of the 
principle that whatever is newly 
asserted to be the doctrine of the 
Apostles, is falsely so asserted. If 
the new doctrine being advanced 
were vital to our salvation, Our 
Lord would have taught it to the 
Apostles and it would have been 
handed along, i
